LI.INDH.V, January 7.—Missing dis- 


patches, delayed in transmission from 
Johannesburg and Capo Town, are 
gradually reaching thia city. Some of 
the latent messages filed are arriving be- 
fore the earliest dispatches placed in the 
hande of the telegraph and cable opera- 
tore at the different places mentioned. 
They aredated from January let onward 
anil lining collected. 


The following synopsis of the invasion 


of the Transvaal by the forces of the 
Hritieh Chartered Company has been 
compiled: 


For u long time past the Uitlanders or 


foreign residents of the Transvaal, have 
been complaining of the treatment they 
have been subjected to by the linora. 
The Uitlanderd, though far outnumber- 
infr the lioera, have been compelled to 
contribute practically the revunuo of ita 
government. That ie thoir side of the 
question. On tliuotlier hand, the JJoera 
cluim that tlio vorv fact that the LTit- 
landtira, mainly Englishmen, eo fur out- 
number thorn, in tho main- argument 
!ii<ai»3t giving them full representation, 
for they would soon outvote the IJocra 
and make the republic nothing more or 
less than, a British colony. 


On thia ground the illfeelinK «rew 


mitil in ti rnitioiiH were made to Dr. 
•Jameson, udininiHtrittor o( the territory 
of the British chartered company, that 
the liritieh in the Tranavaal were ripe 
for revolt, and that if he would take the ! 
initiative the Uitlandera would riao and 
support him. Ur. Jameson then began 
preparations for a raid upon Johannes- 
burg, marching with about 700 men and 
plenty of ammunition, but little food, on 
the Transvaal border. 


On Monday, December 30th,Dr. Jame- 


eon'a forces croaaed the Transvaal bor- 
der without tho knowledge, however, it 
wouul seem, of the Uitlanders of Johan- 
nesburg. 
He cut out the telegraph 


wires tit-hind him to prevent being or- 
dered back hy the British government, 
it is claimed, aud pushed for JCrugera- 
dorf, where he expected to get reinforce- 
ments of 2,000 Uitlanders. 


On the following day the central com- 


mittee of Uitlauder citizens constituted 
themselves a provisional government 
and sent ati ultimatum to the govern- 
ment of President Kruger at Pretoria. 
The Utter proposed a conference at Pre- 
toria on the following day, Wednesday, 
but the committee appointed by the 
new government nesltated to go to Pre- 
toria without a sate conduct. 


By thia time the news that Dr. Jame- 


son had crossed the border was in 
Johannesburg and his arrival at that 
place WBH expected hourly. 


In the meantime those who aeem to 


have been fully aware of Jameson's pro- 
posed raid, gathered a force of about 
6000 well armed, well mounted, excel- 
lently trained farmer huntsmen, whoso 
rilles always speak in deadly earnest.

GOL1I WITHDRAWN. 


Fears Expressed That the Reserve 


Will B^ Rapidly Reduced. 


WASHINGTON, January 7.—The treas- 


ury today lost $2,1(13,000 in gold bars 
and $1,090,000 in gold coin and received 
from the Mercantile National bank of 
New York $500,000 in exchange for cur- 
rency, makine the net loss for the day 
$2,759,000. This leaves tho true amount 
of tho reserve ut the close of business 
f 68,321,710. 
In financial circles hero the fear is ex- 


pressed that today's heavy withdrawals 
are but the beginning of heavy exports. 
It is recalled that during last January 
the withdrawals amounted to about $54,- 
000,000, of which $30,000,000 was with- 
drawn within two weeks and over $7,- 
000,000 in one day. The fact that thirty 
days must elapse before the new bond 
iesiie can be closed and the contracts 
awarded seeing to add to the anxiety 
heretofore felt, and in some quarters the 
opinion is expressed that before Febru- 
ary 1st the gold reserve will probably be 
reduced considerably below any point 
reached hitherto.

When Dr. Jamoson'a forces firet 


eighted Transvaal territory, they were 
met by a messenger from Commander 
Marco who requested them to with- 
draw. Dr. Jameson replied that be in- 
tended proceeding with his 
original 


plans which wero not hostile to tho peo- 
ple of the Transvaal. 


Fighting between the Boers and the 
invaders commenced soon afterwards 
near Kruccradorf, where the Boers oc- 
cupied a stronn position. In addition to 
the strong position the Boers outnum- 
bered Dr. Jameaon'a command by at 
leaet six to one. After desultory tlght- 
ing lor twenty-four hours without food 
against overwhelming numbers, the in- 
vaders were compelled to surrender. 


According to tho beat estimates about 


150 of Dr. JamRPon'fl followers wer'e 
killed and about 50 wounded. The pris- 
oners captured by the iJoera numbered 
about 500. 
They were taken to Pretoria. It was 


evident to the correspondent that Dr. 
Jameson was honest in thinking tho 
Uitlanders wero in tho greatest dancer 
from the Boers, and the correspondent' 
saya he naked his own life and reputa- 
tion in an attempt to rescue them.

Gentk-nien:—You desire to know if 


you have & text book on the subject of 
music, 


"On August _7,1S92, the board madi 


tho following order: 


1'' Upon the recommendation of Profes- 


sor Dymot, the Tonic Pol-Fa mueic 
course for schools', staff notation, supple- 
ment to booka I. and II., was upon mo- 
tion adopted as the test book for use in 
nil grades from the fourth grade up in- 
clusive.' 


">"o test book on the subject oi musi 


was ever adopted by the board for grade 
below the fourth, and you undoubtedly 
have the power to adopt a text book ou 
music for thoseeradee. 


"Section 1874 of the political code pre- 


scribes tiie rules for adoption of text 
books by this board, and the iirst sub. 
division" of that section reads as folio we: 
" 'Any bo.iks hereafter adopted as a 


part of a uniform series oJ text books 
must In* continued in use for not less 
thun four years.' 


"If this befiul bus the power to adopt 


a text, book for al! trades above the 
fourth, it has the power to adopt a text 
book for all gnuius absve the fiitl- 
sixth, or for any one of said grades. 
This woulii lead k> endless confusion. 
l.'nJer this construct ion of the law it 
would be pnsdiiile to adopt .1 cliffei 
test book for each gradi-, wliich would 
destroy all ucif jnnity in the course, 


"\Ve are therefore of ihe opinion that 


no uniform series of test books on tlie 


by you, and that this board haa the 
ri'_'h't to adopt a series ol" text books on 
said subject for the use of all tirades, and 
that auy course adopted must be uni- 
form and apply to all grades in which 
mueic is taught.:| 


This settled the question ot adopting 


the new eystem, as Chairman Eden and 
Secretary Cuinminge, who opposed it, 
had rftfuseJ to giiiJitlie contract without 
an opinion from the district attorney as 
to the legality of the course. 


Church moved that the Natural Mu- 


sic system be adopted in all the grades 
of the schools of the city, and that the 
teachers arrange a program of tbe work 
for the different grades. The motion 
was carried.- Fred M. Campbell, the 
agent for the new system, made a verbal 
agreement with the members of tho 
board to exchange books now in ueo 
in the schools for thoee not now in use 
in the schools. It was decided to incor- 
porate this agreement in the written 
contract. 


It was then asked whether the dis- 


trict attorney had rendered an opinion 
as to the legality of a member of the 
board drawing pay as secretary. 


Trustee Church said the district at- 


torney had told him that no request for 
such an opinion had been made.
